Contract  obliga- 
tions of  the  university  in  regard  to 
Its  staff  Imposed  a  condition  which 
had  to  be  faced  without  much  choice 
of  remedy,  but  from  present  Indi- 
cations it  appeared  that  this  was 
likely  to  be  met  by  arran|innsnts 
made  by  the  fomnors  to  handk 
the  situation.

^  the  rour.sp  of  the  budget  di.scus.slon  at  Ot- 
Ui^  Mr  J.  L.  Ralston  (Shelburne-yarmouth), 
a  mlkuter  of  the  former  UieUmkt  Ktof  Oot- 
tmment.  entered  Into  a  defence  ^  Canadian 
National  flnancei.  The  aum  total  ol  what  he 
had  to  say,  however,  almply  adds  onphaala  to 
fhe  nature  of  the  problem  of  tho  country  in 
mi-etlnf?  the  indcbtedneM  that  haa  been  incurred. 
He  has  at  least  made  clear  to  tha  mtaidi  of  the 
fOMhf  what  that  financing  is  costing  the  t«x- 
w3mu.    His  figures  are  Illuminating. 

Ur.  Balston  says  tliat  mteenriif  fovwnmanta 
jjg^^  lulvanced  to  the  various  constituent  rail- 
ways which  go  to  make  up  the  present  Canadian 
NaUonal  system— the  Canadian  northern,  the 
Orand  Trunk,  the  Grand  Trunk  Pacin;  and  the 
Canadian  Natlonal-Kwnethlng  like  $»ki4,000.000. 
In  addition  there  have  been  appropriations  on 
tOCHOnt  of  government  roads  of  $405,000,000, 
maklnR  a  toUl  of  $1,009,000,000.  To  this  must 
be  added  interest  on  this  amount  which  haa 
been  accumulating,  and  which  has  not  be  paid 
by  thp  railway  system.  That  Interest^  now 
reaches  a  total  of  $390,000,000,  a  lum  whieh  ap- 
pears  In  the  books  of  the  railway  system.  Mr. 
Ralston  claims  that  the  three  J^yoynj;, 
tloned,  which  reach  a  total  of^$l,8».800,0W,  may 
M  well  be  forgotten  so  far  as  the  public  are  con- 
cerned. Tt  is  a  difficult  matter  for  the  tex- 
paytrs  to  forget  obligations  which  must  be  met 
ultlamttly. 

The  forcRoiiiK  figures  Illustrate  the  extent  of 
governmental  financing  of  the  Canadian  Na- 
tional Railways  shice  sUte  ownership  wa.s  de- 
creed. To  arrive,  however,  at  a  proper  figure 
of  the  total  Indebtedness  of  the  National  Rail- 
way aystem  It  Is  necessary  to  take  into  consid- 
eration, a.s  wpll,  the  amount  of  $1,276,000,000  of 
bonds  which  have  been  sold  periodically  since 
int.  Vm  most  of  that  amount  the  Dominion 
Government— in  other  words  the  taxpayers— Is 
liable.  In  effect,  Canadian  National  capital  In- 
debtedness has  reached  a  total  of  $2,635,000,000. 

Tt  Is  upon  the  capital  Indebtedness  of  $1,276,- 
000,000  that  interest  payments  must  be  guaran- 
teed by  tha  Oovamment.  That  caplUl  was 
raised  by  private  loans.  The  Interest  payments 
on  the  balance  of  governmental  indebtedness, 
namely.  HJUmoOO,  are  not  paid  by  the  rail- 
way system.  They  are-  a  bookk^rplnR  debt,  con- 
tinuously on  the  Increase.  Last  year's  oper- 
ationa  ol  tha  Canadtan  MMtewl  Railways  cov- 
ered Mponaes,  and  th>>re  was  a  balance  of  from 
$2,000,000  to  $3,000,000  left.  The  latter  Is  the 
amotmt  which  the  railway  system  was  able  to 
contribute  towards  the  Interest  on  $1,276,000,000. 
The  balance  of  the  Interest  payment,  namely, 
ISS.000,000.  whieh  eonatttoted  tha  Canadian  Na- 
tional deficit,  had  to  be  made  good  by  the  Gov- 
ernment. In  other  words,  apart  from  capital 
outlays  the  Ooiremment  Is  now  paying  at  the 
ratp  of  $1,000,000  a  week  to  maintain  Interest 
charges  to  private  shareholders  on  the  natlon- 
ally-oimad  lyatem. 

Mr  Ralston  has  given  a  bird's  eye  view  of 
Canadian  National  finances.  It  is  the  problem 
of  theae  that  eonatltotea  a  graat  preoecupation 
for  the  present  or  any  government.  It  Is  small 
wonder  that  the  report  of  the  Transportation 
OommliBlon  on  the  lubjaet  diould  be  asralted 

with  greater  Interest  than  that  attached  to  any 
matter  which  has  engaged  the  attention  of  Par- 
HamMit  during  the  preaent  aesslOB.  Nttlonal 
ownership  of  railway.s  in  this  Dominion  has  been 
the  most  costly  experiment  In  ^hlch  the  coun- 
try hat  arar  engaged.  Unleas  draaCle  atepa  are 
taken  the  burdm  may  easily  assume  an  Indebt- 
edness beyond  the  capacity  of  Canada  to  pay 
As  M  la  tha  probablU^  is  that  a  sum  approxi- 
mately a  billion  and  half  dollars  ha.s  been  drfl- 
nltely  sunk  In  tha  venture  which  can  never  bo 
recovered.  Ttt  problem  la  to  put  an  end  to  the 
drain  on  the  Federal  Exchequer,  and  the  sooner 
that  is  done  the  better  for  the  future  proqDerily 
of  the  Dominion.

the  pupils  In  American  schOOla  Were  advised  to 
"invest  in  good  speech — it  ptys  daily  dividends. ' 

Teachers  of  Xngllsh  should,  however,  lay  a 
greater  stress  upon  another  feature  of  the  case, 
namely,  the  moral  duty  of  current  qMech.

An  adapUtlon  of  the  Abram 
method  of  treatment  for  the  eye, 
long  discarded  by  the  medical  and 
optometrlc  profession,  bobbed  up  In 
County  Court  here  yesterday  when 
Bdith  Westgate.  3330  Beach  Drive, 
was  sueoessful  to  her  salt  against 
Ernest  Bird,  Vletorla  optometrist, 
for  the  return  of  fees  paW  for 
treatment  amounting  to  $174. 

Trial  of  the  action  al.so  brought 
out  a  sharp  conflict  between  the 
methods  of  treatment  for  astigma- 
tism liy  the  recognized  profession 
and  that  used  by  Mr.  Bird.  The 
latter  claimed  astigmatism  eould  be 
cured  by  manipulation  of  the 
cervical  muscles  and  by  electronic 
energy.  Dr.  M.  J.  Keys,  an  eye 
specialLst.  said  the  a.stiKtnati.sm 
could  only  be  corrected,  but  not 
cured,  by  the  use  of  eyeglasses. 
MACniffB  MBTHOD 

The  method  used  by  Mr  Bird 
wa.s  described  in  court  The  use 
of  the  radion,  in  conjunction  with 
an  electronic  quantometer,  pro- 
duces electronic  energy  compased 
of  electrons,  smaller  ttum  atoms, 
which  an  given  ott  tato  a  glass  of 
water  and  taken  by  the  patient. 
By  this  method,  it  Is  claimed,  it  Is 
possible  to  correct  lenticular  or 
corneal  astigmatism  caused  by  a 
muncuiar  MBfealanae  af  tha  eye 
Itself.

West  opened  the  diamond  Ung, 
and  when  Mr.   Walley   saw  the 

cards  In  the  dummy  hand  and  con- 
sidered the  bidding,  lie  immediately 
placed  four  trump.s  to  the  queen  In 
the  East  hand,  as  the  only  possible 
Justification  for  the  double.  If  this 
were  the  .siiuution,  then  the  hand 
can  only  be  made  on  the  basis  of  a 
CO19,  as  two  tricks  In  diamonds 
must  be  loat.  and  if  a  trump  trick 
is  to  be  loet  in  addition,  the  eon- 
tract  Ls  defeated. 

West,  for  the  second  lead,  chose 
the  club  kinR,  which  wa-s  won  with 
the  ace  in  dummy,  and  a  small  club 
led  and  rulTcd  in  the  closed  hand. 
While  Mr.  Walley  was  siu-e  that 
■aat  iMMt  hold  four  spades,  there 
waa  nothing  to  be  loat  by  confhm- 
ing  this  impreealon  with  a  lead  of 
trumps  through  the  West  hand. 
Hence,  to  the  fourth  trick  he  led  a 
small  spade,  and  his  diagnosis 
of  the  trump  situation  was  proved 
to  be  correct.  He  won  his 
trick  with  the  ace  and  led  the  nine 
of  spades,  which  Ea.st,  of  course,  re- 
fused to  cover.  He  decided  the  dis- 
tribution of  West's  hand  to  have 
eonglsted  probably  of  five  diamonds, 
Ave  clube  and  three  hearts,  and  the 
three  hearts.  In  all  likelihood,  hi- 
cluded  the  queen,  as  Bast  had 
pa.s.sed  every  opportunity  to  bid, 
until  he  made  the  double.

After 
winning  the  trick  with  the  nine  of 
spades,  another  club  was  led  and 
trumped  in  the  rlo.sed  liand  .South 
then  led  his  remaining  diamond, 
which  West  won  with  the  ace. 
West  exited  from  his  hand  by  lead- 
ing the  heart,  whkh  waa  won  by 
South  with  the  aoe,  and  the  suit 
returned,  the  finesse  being  taken  as 
another  entry  to  the  dtmuny  was 
e.ssentlal.  The  diamond  queen  was 
now  led  from  the  dummy  and 
trumped  In  the  closed  hand,  execut- 
ing the  grniui  coup,  which  Is  the 
trumping  of  a  winning  card  in  one 
hand  In  order  to  shorten  the 
trumps  to  the  same  number  as  held 
by  the  opponent  to  be  oouped. 

In  trumps,  Mr.  Walley  now  held 
the  king  and  knave.  His  opponent 
In  the  East  held  the  queen  and  six. 
To  the  eleventh  trick  Mr.  Walley 
led  his  last  heart,  which  was  won 
with  the  king  In  dummy  and  East 
was  helple.ss  He  trumped  the 
twelfth  trick  with  the  six  of  spades. 
South  overtrumped  with  the  knave, 
and  for  the  thhrteenth  trick  laid 
down  the  high  trump,  capturing 
BaaCa  gueen,  and  saorliag  thus,  as  a 
result  of  hli  eareful  planning  and 
pUiy,  a  vulnerable  rubber— a  pre- 
mium of  300  points  for  making  the 
contract  and  600  point.';,  the  value 
Of  five  spades  doubled  and  re-  | 
doubled.  i 

E^.sl's  double  of  the  five  .spade 
contract  was  extremely  venture- 
some. It  U  probable  that  Mr.  Wal- 
ley would  have  made  his  contract  in 
%ny  event,  aa  the  first  lead  of 
trumps  would  hate  dlecloeed  the 
situation,  but  East's  double,  wljUl 
the  strength  in  South  s  hand,  that 
In  the  dummy,  and  tliat  disclosed 
by  Weal's  bidding  and  lead,  made 
timoet  sura  the  aueoaas  oC  the  eon- 
tract.

The  iHland  Creators  of  the  Pacific — About  hnlf  a  day's  Journey  from  TulaJI.    the    principal  port   of  the 
Solomon  group  in  the  Pacific,  lies  the  Island  of  Maliii'a.  which  l.s  divided  into  two  halvr-s.  Big  Mala  and  Little 
Mala.  It  is  the  abode  of  the  devU  dancers.   The  inhabitants'  noses,  foreheads  and  ears  are  frequently  decor* 
ated  with  flowon  which  they  Insert  in  holes  plereed  bi  the  skin. 

Along  the  northeastern  coast  of  Big  Mate  there  is  a  coral  reef  extending  for  over  twenty  miles.  Within 
that  reef  are  thirty-three  artificial  Islands,  constructed  by  the  hand  of  man.  The  building  material  waa  ooral 
rock  which  natives  quarried  from  the  bottom  of  the  lajcoon,  towing  It  on  floating  rafts  of  loRs  to  the  building 
site.  The  ofRclal  name  of  the  artificial  Islands  is  "Fortified  Islands."  Many  of  these  islands  now  have  trees, 
which  sprang  frum  accidental  driftwood.  It  It  hOt  kaowa  irtMt  bnpoUsd  tho  bttUdsn  tO  OOnstriMt  tht  islaads. 
All  explanations  are  merely  conjectural. 

The  Deatb-8peliinr  Bone— The  blackfeUows  are  the  aboriginal  Australian  natives.  As  I  visited  the  native 

settlement  on  Botany  Bay.  where  Captain  Cook  landed  in  1770,  I  was  !,hown  a  specimen  of  the  pointing  bone. 
It  was  Inscribed  In  ancient  characters,  the  meaning  of  which  was  explained  to  me.  Steeped  as  the  aborglne 
waa  formerly  In  witchcraft  and  superstition,  ft  wtw  stifflclent  when  a  native  seized  the  bone  to  point  It  at  ar, 
enemy,  to  rau.se  the  pointee  to  sit  down  In  silence  and  die  within  a  .short  time.  The  bone  was  al.so  used  by  the 
witch  doctor  to  discover  a  .sneak  thief,  much  a.s  a  dniniiig  rod  Is  ased  today  The  more  emancipated  natives 
near  the  seacoast  no  longer  fear  the  pointing  bone,  but  there  are  tribes  in  the  Australian  bush  on  whom  the 
boat  ami  has  Ms  lethal  offeei
